- The mcdal shall be circular in shape made 
of cupro -nickel, 85 millimetres in diameter and fitted to a 
plain horizontal bar with standard fitting. It shall have 
embogsed on its obverse an outline of Nanda Devi Pcak in 
the background with a cluind of bamboo in the foreground . 
On the reverse It shall have an Indian Fort and the inscrip 
tion " TATT " embossed along the upper tim . 

2 . Ribbon .- The ribbon shall be $ 2 millimetres In width 
and shall be saffron with two vertical stripes of white 
and dark green dividing it into three equal parts. 

3 . Clasps - Clasp I dgn K . - Shall be a bar 32 millimeters 
long with a Chinar leaf ombossed in the centre and the 
Inscription " Try " and " C " on either side. 

Clasp NEFA . - Shall be a bar 32 millimetres long in the
